The Government made no objec- 
tion to deferment of the time for 
pronouncing sentence, and VU. 5. 
District Judge James H. Wilkerson 
granted the petition. 

Capone's attorney stipulated that 
the gangster would begin serving 
rhis*’sentence immediately after the 
hear.ng July 30. 

it nas been indicated Capone’s 
sentence will be two and a haif 
years. 

Capone was not in court. 
attorney, Michael Ahern, told the 
court that the gang leader had 
some business litigation in Florida, 
that his son was ill, and that he 


with his family. 

“Your Honor, I would like to 
leave one thought with you while 
you are considering the matter,” 
Ahern said. “No defendant has 
ever been sentenced to a term 
longer than 18 months on a plea 
of guilty to an income tax viola- 
tion and 18 months to two years 
on a plea of guilty to conspiracy 
to violate the prohibition law.” 

“But there are conspiracies and 
conspiracies, income tax violations 
and income tax violations,” replied 
Judge Wilkerson. “However, I will 
not consider the term of sentence 
until affer all the evidence and the 
facts in the case have been sub- 
mitted to the court.”

Within two months after their 
marriage at Stamford, Conn., on 
Aug. 12, 1927, Arno became sub- 
ject to “outbursts of jealousy,” his 
wife said. On one occasion she al- 
leged he dragged her from a table 
at which she was dining with a 
friend, and there were “several oc- 
casions’” when he struck her. They 
separated Nov. 10, 1930. 

Arno will pay $8000 alimony the 
first year, $7000 for each of the 
two succeeding years, and $6000 a 
year thereafter. Two hundred dol- 
lars a month is to go to support 
of their daughter, Patricia, whose 
custody will be divided.

Pamois, an expert swimmer, from 
drowning. *A few years later he 
was divorced, his wife charging he 
was in the habit.of flipping a _ re- 
volver in her éace, He married Miss 
Frances Smith, known as a San 
Francisco beauty, June’ 30, 1914. 
Eleven years later they were di- 
vorced. 

In 1926 Pagnuelo was charged 
by police with bein, a tool of Eve- 
lyn Rosencrantz, international 
crook, in the alleged swindling of 
a local French family out of $6000.

stacies to its program.” 

The report charges that many

Hopes That When Next 
Conference Is Adjourned, 
Obligations Undertaken 
Will Be Fulfilled.

LONDON, June 29.—Reviewing 


the world disarmament movement 
before the House of Commons to- 
day, Prime Minister facDonald 
said he hoped when the disarma- 
ment conference, which meets 
next February is adjourned, “we 
shall have not merely pieties but 
scales, not merely principles but 
standards, something each nation 
can examine and see that obliga- 
tions undertaken by other nations 
are actually fulfilled.” 


The Prime Minister listed events 
of recent years that have had 
pacifying influences and remarked 
that the announcement of the ‘m- 
pending meeting of the French 


and German Ministers “makes ones’ 


heart glad.” 

“It was what those striving for 
peace had been praying for,” Mac- 
Donald continued. 

“Later on the initiative of Pres- 
ident Hoover will have its effect 
and will show that the world to- 
day is not tbe abandoned place so 
magy superficial cynics always are 
claiming it to be.” 


For Further Reduction. 

The Prime Minister declared the 
touch of sympathy was hound to 
keep France and Great Britain to- 
gether “‘so long as we in this coun- 
try have imagtmation to see what 
French men and women fell when 
war is talked about and disarma- 
ment is being negotiated.” 

He said he hoped the result of 
the disarmament conference would 
be still further reduction in Brit- 
ish armaments and the laying of 
the only foundations on which 
peace could rest—complete agree- 
ment and most friendly relations 


between all the nations of the 
world. 
Stanley Baldwin, Conservative 


leader, replied to MacDonald, say- 
ing the Prime Minister had shown 
the good faith with which Great 
Britain had done her best under 
successive governments to go on 
with progressive disarmament. 
“We have taken great risks in 
what we may have done and have 
gone as far as we can in unilateral 
disarmament,” Baldwin said. 
“France to the Scapegoat.” 
“There is a tendency to make 
France the scapegoat for every 
trouble that arises in Europe.” 
The Conservative leader re- 
marked that “while there is much 
to criticise today and for many 
years past, the French people dare 
and have been as peace-Joving as 
exists in Europe.

All Bat British Increase. 

MacDonald presented a compari- 
son of arms expeditures which 
showed Great Britain to be the 
only Power that has reduced its 
naval and military outlay during 
recent years while France, Ameri- 
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ca, Japan and Italy have been in- 
creasing theirs. 

The total United Kingdom ex- 
penditure for such purposes in 
1914 was 51,500,000 pounds which 
calculated in terms of present day 
currency is equal to about £76,- 
000,000 (about $380,000,000) Mac- 
Donald said. 

In 1924-25 Great Britain’s ex- 
penditures totalled £56,000,000 and 
in 1930 the nation’s outlay was 
£52,400,000. MacDonald pointed 
out that this represented a reduc- 
tion of £23,700,000 (about $118,- 
000,000) since 1914 and £3,500,000 
about $18,000,000) since 1924. 

Comparison With U. 58. 

Admitting the difficulties en- 
tailed in budgetary comparisons, 
MacDonald proceeded to set forth 
statistics on American arms ex- 
penditures. In 1914, he said, the 
United States spent about $150,- 
000,000, or about $210,000,000 in 
the present currency. 

In 1924, MacDonald continued, 
the total was practically $350.000,- 
000 and in 1931 $390,000,000—an 
increase of $180,000,000 compased

Asking Court to Uphold 
Law, He Asserts Church 
Is Alien Power Through 
Accord With Italy.

VERA CRUZ, Mex., June 29. 
Charging that Catholic priests in 
Mexico are representatives of .“a 
foreign power” and are a burden 
on the public, Gov. Adalberto Te- 
jeda today asked the District,Court 


**|to uphold the new State law plac- 


ing restrictions on the church. 

In a counter-petition to an ace 
tion brought by priests for an in- 
junction against application of the 
law, which limits the number of 
priests allowed to officiate in the 
State to 11, the Governor declared 
that because of “arrangements” be- 
tween the Italian Government and. 
the Vatican the priests were in, 
fact representatives of a foreign 
power. 

He described them as “parasites, 
who spend the people’s money use-~ 
lessly in building churches,” de- 
claring that the money could be 
put to better purpose in providing | 
schools, and charged that the 
church sends $15,000,000 annually | 
to the Vatican from Mexico. ' 

The Court has granted a berman- 
ent injunction against application | 
of the law to the priest in charge, 
of the Cathedral at Jalapa, the 
State Capital, and several other ac-~- 
tions for injunction are pending 
before Judge Manuel Bartlett. 

The Court held that the priest 
was harming no one by remaining : 
in his church .and was entitled to 
conduct service inas h as it was 
his means of earning a living. 

Federal troops were used to. 
guard the church yesterday when 
about 100 persons staged a street 
demonstration of an anti-church 
nature. They heard speeches criti- | 
cising former President Portes Gil 
for signing an agreement with the! 
church which permitted renewal of | 
services: in 1929 after a three-year 
conflict.

He said: “It is ob 
vious that our taxes upon capital gains viciously

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PROGRESS AT PARIS. ; 

‘Prospects are bright that the proposed moratorium 
on war debts and reparations will become effective 
on July 1, the date hopefully designated by Mr. Hoo- 
ver. The French reservation, which at first slightly 
chilled public confidence, appears to be a precaution- 
ary measure, rather than an insuperable objection. 
Political realists as they are, the French are looking 
ahead to the end of the moratorium. In the welter 
of comment on the proposal, someone remarked that 
Mr. Hoover had “torpedoed the Young plan.” The 
French are determined to salvage the Young plan, 
so to speak, before it is wrecked, That is the pur- 
pose of their reservation. 

Under the Young plan, the non-deferable payments 
which Germany must make to France amount yearly 
to $100,000,000. France insists that these payments 
be made, but engages to deposit the money at once 
in the*Bank for International Settlements to be used 
by Germany, though she suggests that some of the 
fund be available for other needy countries, notably 
Austria. By such arrangement, the non-postponable 
provision of the Young plan would ostensibly con- 
tinue to function during the moratorium, though 
actually it would be suspended, and Germany would 
as a matter of fact enjoy the relief designed. The 
advantage to France would be that, at the end of the 
moratorium no quéstion could arise as to reinstating 
the non-postponable, provision, since it had never 
been suspended. 

Germany seemingly accepts the French position as 
not unreasonable. Such inference at least is warranted 
from the unofficial expressions of German officials. 
That unofficial attitude, it may be hoped, will be 
formally and officially recorded today or tomorrow 
by Chancellor Bruening and Foreign Minister Cur- 
tius, who have been invited to Paris by Premier 
Laval. This invitation, it may be assumed, is tha 
result of the continuous conferences among the 
French Ministers and Secretary Mellon and Ambas- 
sador Edge. These discussions have been conducted 
in an atmosphere of fine determination to reach the 
desired conclusion. 
hint in the news from Paris of an impasse in the de- 
liberations, or of any obstructive influence. 

Indeed, the Hoover moratorium, from its announce- 
ment to its now imminent acceptance and adoption, 
ig an inspiring demonstration of the power of good 
will *t that difficult arena of international negotia- 
tion.

The death of Wilbur C. Whitehead removes a bridge 
expert who, with Culbertson and Work, constituted, 
perhaps, the triumvirate of accepted authority.

Perhaps the people who realize that 
there are many important questions besides prohibi- 
tion will try to elect a congressional delegation capa- 
ble of dealing with those questions. 
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MONEY AND MATCHES. 

A monopolistic enterprise dwarfing in its scope 
even that of our gigantic steel, aluminum or auto: 
mobile industries is the Swedish match industry, 
which now controls more than three-fourths of the 
world production. The technique of its owners, the 
firm of Toll & Kreuger, of which Ivar Kreuger is 
the dominant figure, is to lend money to sorely 
pressed governments in return for the exclusive privi- 
lege of selling matches. 

Post-war Germany succumbed with a 50-year grant 
in return for a $125,000,000 loan and France, which 
once kept the match monopoly for itself, disposed 
of it to the Swedish Croesus when it needed funds 
for stabilization of the franc. Altogether, the Kreuger 
interests own complete monopolies in nine countries, 
partial ones in two and practical control in four, 
including the United States and Great Britain. Soviet 
Russia, unique in this as in other economic matters, 
is the only country Kreuger has not penetrated. 

Perhaps our industrialists could learn something 
from this silent Swede, whose name is hardly known 
outside his own country. For instance, the great 
South American market, the natural field for the 
extension of American trade, is being stolen from 
under our noses. Kreuger holds match franchises in 
Bolivia, Ecuador, Peru and Guatemala. Peru has 
even passed a law against the use of patent lighters. 
Brazil is flirting with the idea of granting’a monop- 
oly for a loan, and so is Colombia. : 

The international Match Trust, dominating govern: 
ments by the power of its wealth, may be a fore- 
runner of other international cartels upon which the 
peoples of the world will eventually have to depend 
for the necessities of life. And perhaps they will 
not be so unobtrusive and so apparently harmless as 
Emperor Kreuger’s,

Prices and the Gold Complex 


Effects of gold standard have caused much alarm among certain. economists, who ses 
danger in France’s huge accumulation, in liabilities of our banks and in was 
debts; writer says no relation can be found between price fluctuations and supply 
of metal; expansion of exchange mediums lessens its relation to credit and currency.

N THE far-flung category of economic 

subjects none has been viewed with 

alarm so persistently, continuously and 
exhaustively as the gold standard. It is 
the most prolific matrix of apprehension ia 
the field of business and economic litera- 
‘ture. This is due partly to a proper ap- 
preciation of its importance in the com- 
merce and life of civilized ndtions, It is 
due also to a baroque exaggeration of the 
significance of those changing portents 
which fleetingly crow4& upon the stage of 
current events and then depart without 
leaving lasting monuments or enduring 
scars of their brief presence, While they 
hold the spotlight, agitation animates the 
breasts of our dark prophets. 

Throughout the latter part of 1928 and 
the greater part of 1929, it was made to ap- 
pear that stock market speculation was 
about to wrest the precious standard from 
the feeble grasp of civilized nations. One 
scholar has gone so far as to say that if 
the United States indylged in any more 
speculative sprees it might be well for 
the rest. of the world to seek some other 
standard than gold for its currency; 

Again there has been in evidence a vague 
current of unrest due to the gold accumv- 
lations of the Bank of France. In fact, 
John Maynard Keynes proved that if France 
were to demand payment of her/ current 
credits'in England in terms of gold, she 
could drive that country completely off the 
gold standard. This spectral hypothesis 
caused grave concern. 
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In this world of ours there are vast, far- 
reaching and involved credit relations which 
do not permit such summary liquidation as 
Mr. Keynes postulated. We may take first 
of all the deposit liabilities of our banks. 
They are paying in dollars which the law 
defines as 23.22 grains of pure gold. The 
liabilities of our banks payable on demand 
or short notice exceed $50,000,000,000. tI¢ 
we, the depositors, should all demand pay- 
ment at the same time in the cofn which 
the law defines, the banks could not meet 


- one-fifth of their obligations though thev 


summoned all the monetary gold which the 
world possesses. Here is a situation as 
probable and as fearful as that which the 
English economist sprang upon a startled 
world. 

The rest of the world owes the United 
States approximately $26,000,000,000. Not 
all of this debt can be liquidated upon im- 
mediate or short notice. If, however, we 
should choose to exercise our. option with 
respect to that portion which can be so 


liquidated, either directly or by conversion, ~ 


we could gather into our vaults the world’s 
supply of gold, 

ere, then, we have quite a staggering 
assortment of dangers, One

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tablished any causal connection that is 
worth the paper on which it is printed be- 
tween the rate of past growth of gold and 
the conduct of the price level.- After 
prodigious statistical efforts, we can only 
say that the world’s gold supply has re- 
vealed one rate of growth, the sum total 
of credit and currency another rate and 
that the price level has rambled up and 
down through a wide range. Only a cloud- 
ed assumption can hold that the last is’ the 
inevitable consequence of the first. 
™ _ 


Gold no longer has a direct bearing upon 

prices because it no longer serves ag the 
sole direct medium of exchange. It has 
been so diluted by substitutes and its re- 
lation to credit and currency has been so 
loosened that it is impossible to establish 
a direct or in fact any active causal con- 
nection between it and the price level. Let 
the skeptic try to trace a correlation be- 
tween the world’s gold supply and the world 
price level—if there is such a thing. When 
he learns how to measure the purchasing 
power in any given country, let him try to 
show that increases in the gold supply are 
followed by increases in the price level 
and vice versa, 
" Gold serves but two purposes today out- 
side of its uses in industry and the arts. 
These two purposes are only indirectly anda 
remotely related to the price level. Gold 
is employed to settle temporary balances 
between -countries which cannot conven- 
iently be deferred by credit. That is a suf- 
ficient general explanation for gold mova- 
ments today. 

In its second function, gold serves as a 
watchdog against inflation, although when 
its bluff is called it retires meekly enough. 
A country is on a gold standard only so 
long as an equality in value is maintained 
between a given quantity of gold. defined by 
law—~23.22 grains in this country—and the 


‘ Monetary unit..This equality must be main- 


tained by constant and unconditional con- 
vertibility so that the option may be exer- 
cised at any time and to any extent by 
anyone who holds any of the country’s cur- 
rency. The necessity for such éonvertibil- 
ity will prevent legislators, reluctant to tax 
their constituents, from using an undue 
amount of paper money to pay the bills of 
state. In this capacity gold is a check to 
improvident government finance.

We 
did not sufficiently apply the 
principle of governmental econ- 
omy. The need of all the na- 
tions is drastic reduction of 
public expense. 

The other evident lesson is the 
necessity for peace. War ruins all 
participants, victors and voan- 
quished alike. Our cost of ar- 
maments and past wars during 
the last year was nearly three 
billion dollars. Other nations 
find themselves burdened beyond 
endurance. Back of all these 
difficulties lies the world war. 
Its debts cannot be cancelled 
any more than the destruction of 
a tornado can be cancelled. 
Someone must bear the loss. But 
the next war and increased ar- 
maments can be cancelled forth- 
with. That is possible.

The pro- 
posed purchase in the Kiamichi 
forest involves an obligation of $2,-

as most of the purchases are to be

To_make this tasty dish melt 
one-half cup butter in a saucepan, 
stir in one-fourth cup flour and 
when mixed add one and one-half 
cups milk and one-half cup thin 
cream or undiluted evaporated 
milk. Stir constantly over a slow 


‘I fire until the sauce is thickened, 


smooth and boiling. Add one table- 
spoon lemon juice, one teaspoon 
salt and one-fourth teaspoon pap- 
rika, one-half teaspoon Worcester- 
shire sauce.
